THe Lower Court of Louisiana has upheld the 
trading stamp law in that state, and it is now neces- 
sary for stamp companies of that state to pay $5,000 
to the city and $5,000 to the state in order to transact 
business legitimately. 








Durinc the year 1904, Germany exported cutlery 
of various kinds to the amount of 206,750 cwt. or 
22,732,500 Ibs. In 1903, 176,304 cwt. were exported 
and in 1902, 136,644 cwt. The importation of knives, 
scythes, sickles in 1904 were about 200 lbs. in excess 
of the importations of the same articles in 1903. 








Durinc the calendar year of 1904, 1,900,000 dollars’ 
worth of iron and steel products were exported from 
the United States into Japan. Japan’s exports into the 
United States during the same year, consisted princi- 
pally of luxuries including silk and tea, porcelain, mat- 
ting, ete., but nothing which could be classified under 
the head of iron and steel or hardware. Between the 
year 1894 and 1904 the increase of imports from the 
United States into Japan was 431 per cent, while the 
increase of exports to the United States was 135 per 
cent. 








THE Southeastern Freight Association published on 
June 8 special reduced rates on stoves and hollow ware 
from Birmingham, Ala., to points in Georgia. The 
new schedule gives Birmingham a decided advantage 
over Atlanta, and other points in Georgia where 
stoves are manufactured or jobbed. These new rates 
are very similar in principle to those recently adopted 
by the railroads running from Nashville, Tenn., to 
Georgia and which it was stated enable the Tennessee 
stove founders to compete with the Georgia founders 
in the latter’s own territory. Differentials in favor of 
Atlanta, against Birmingham, have been reduced to 
6c and 9c in some instances, and as low as 2c and 3c 
in others, although Birmingham is 171 miles farther 
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away from these points than is Atlanta. In addition to 


this advantage the Birmingham foundries are located 
right in the midst of the raw material district. Under 
the new rate stoves may be shipped from Birmingham 
to Augusta at 30c in carload lots and 45c in less than 
carload. 








WE WELCOME the initial number of the Bulletin, 
published by the Chicago Commercial Association, 77 
Jackson boulevard. This association was formed in 
October, 1904, by some of the most influential and 
wealthy men of the city. It is a congregation of con- 
servative business men for the purpose of extending 
the trade relations of Chicago and keeping the city in 
line with its reputation for commercial astuteness and 
for the betterment of its civic life. The association aims 
to promote the greater development of Chicago’s com- 
merce at home—and abroad; a supreme respect for 
law and order, leading to the higher standard of 
municipal character through the organization of all 
concerned into an aggressive force. 








THE action of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers in deciding to press their de- 
mands for a 22 per cent increase in tin plate wages, 
beginning with the first of next month is an ill- 
advised and rash move. This advance is about equiva- 
lent to the reduction which went into effect about a 
year ago so.that the employes are merely demanding 
the wages which were in effect before the reduction. 
But, inasmuch as the tin plate stocks are over abundant 
at the present time, and inasmuch as only one-half of 
the tin plate workers in the country belong to the 
amalgamated association, it would seem that there is 
no likelihood of the employers acceeding to their de- 
mands. Moreover, it is to be noted that the heavy 
season for the manufacture of tin plates is about over, 
and that manufacturers ordinarily shut down a large 
percentage of their plants during the summer. It is 
expected that the leading producer will close up all of 
the union shops and use merely the non-union, this 
contemplated action having been induced by the an- 
nouncement that the union employes were about to 
strike. 








RESOLUTIONS passed at the recent meeting of Na- 
tronal Association of Manufacturers held at Atlanta, 
Ga., had a ring to them which spoke voiumes for the 
unswerving determination of this strong organiza- 
tion of employers to continue and perhaps augment 
the fight against the closed shop. 

Chicago afforded them a powerful and present illus- 
tration of the steps which the more vicious of the 
trades unions will take in enforcing their supposed 
rights. Most of the discussions at the Atlanta con- 
vention tended to drive home the one paramount prin- 
ciple that the wage earner has a right to work and 
live, to earn as much or as little as he is capable of 
earning by working whenever and for whomsoever he 
desires. Whether an employer deSires to employ all 
union men, all non-union men or a mixture taken from 
the ranks of both, is a matter which ought to concern 
him alone. Personal liberty is a cardinal American 
principle. It is just as ridiculous for the walking dele- 
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gate to give some men permission to earn a living and 
deny that right to others as it would be for him to 
command all citizens to wear straw hats in winter and 
kill all who refused. 








From a recent dispatch of U. S. Consul Muench 
at Plauen, Germany, we learn that the relations be- 
tween employers and employes seem to be more har- 
monious in Germany than in the United States. Strikes 
are said to be less frequent and far-reaching, and on 
the whole, more peaceful. The consul states that 
Germany now stands in the front rank of those nations 
in which the law-making powers have striven to ame- 
liorate the conditions of the industrial classes by means 
of systematized investigation and consequent legisla- 
tion. Aside from the laws on factory inspection and 
sanitation, infant labor, insurance against sickness, ac- 
cident, and for a pension in old age, certain industrial 
communities have now inaugurated a scheme of insur- 
ance against non-employement. 

Measures of this kind are apt to creat a great deal 
of confidence in a government and instant quelling 
of any disturbances which may accompany strikes, 
tends to create the proper respect and fear for the 
police. In the United States, on the other hand, the 
tendency seems to be for less paternalism on the part 
of the government and marked lethargy in the main- 


tenance of order. a 








In A recent communication, U. S. Consul E. T. Lie- 
feld, Freiburg, Germany, states that a new apparatus, 
called “The Murray,” has been invented and operated 
successfully, with the purpose of attaching a keyboard 
of a linotype machine to the telegraph wires, and thus 
setting up type without human aid. By means of this 
machine, a telegraph operator in New York can set 
up lines of type in Chicago, arranging them in the 
form necessary for printing, by merely twitching the 
little key by which messages are sent over the wires. 
This invention will save the time consumed under the 
present system in copying the message after it has 
been received by the telegraph company, and the time 
which the linotype machine operator consumes in op- 
erating the linotype keyboard. 

Of course this new system would be entirely value- 
less to country newspapers, and to papers which as 
a rule get along without the assistance of the tele- 
graph office at all, but it is immensely valuable to the 
great metropolitan dailies and to papers in the print- 
ing of which every moment counts for the ordinary 
hour. For instance, in some of the recent publica- 
tions of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, it has been found 
necessary to set up 450,000 ems of brevier type, or 75 
ordinary pages between 3:00 p. m. in the afternoon 
and 6:30 p. m. at night. This type is then gotten to- 
gether, placed in the forms and arranged in the order 
in which it is finally to be read by the readers inside 
of four hours. The rapidity with which this work has 
to be done, can only be appreciated by a person who 
has actually seen the methods employed. Every min- 
ute, every second, is filled with the utmost possible 
value, and thought and action are one process. 

The ambition of a newspaper man’s life, and in fact, 
his one prevailing thought, is to see that the publica- 
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tion which he represents is sent to the readers on 
time. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has never failed in 
this respect during the past, and we have no fears on 
that score for the future. 

With this new invention, however, the Murray sys- 
tem of printing by telegraphy will save at least three 
hours of the time now occupied by the telegraph oper- 
ators and the linotype operators in transcribing the 
original copy. This will be an immense saving to all 
of the more progressive papers, in fact, a saving ap- 
proximating 75 per cent. The system has not been 
installed successfully in this country as yet, but it is 
hoped that the American public will soon receive the 
benefits of this great invention, and we assure our 
readers that in case a practical machine is developed, 
Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN will be one of the first to 
offer its readers the many advantages which the sys- 
tem entails. 








THE EFFORTS to bring about the enactment of a 
more stringent credit law were crowned with victory 
recently when Governor Higgins of New 
Garnishment York signed the Saxe bill. 
Legislation. This new law provides that whenever 
property shall be purchased on credit by 
the aid of a statement in writing relating to the pur- 
chaser’s means or ability to pay, the purchaser shall 
at any time within ninety days after the expiration of 
the term of credit upon request of the person from 
whom the property was furnished, produce his books 
of account upon which the credit statement was made ; 
failure to produce such books to be presumptive evi- 
dence of fraud in the statements made in obtaining 
the credit. 

In more neighboring territory, however, a bill de- 
creasing the garnishment exemptions in Wisconsin 
was vetoed by Governor La Follette. His action was 
based upon the conviction that under the new law pro- 
tection would be removed from the workingman— 
protection honestly due. The veto in part was as 
follows: 

I herewith return, without approval, bill No. 48A, relat- 
ing to exemptions. 

Section 5 of this bill amends subdivision 15 of Section 
2982 of the Statutes of 1898, so as to read as follows: 

“15. The earnings of any person or persons having a 
family dependent upon him or them for support, at the time 
of the commencement of proceedings for the collection of the 
debt for three months next preceeding the issue of any writ 
of attachment, execution, garnishment or the institution of 
proceedings supplementary to execution to the amount of 
$60 only for each month in which such earnings are made 
or earned; providing such earnings shall not exceed $180 in 
all for said time, including such part or share thereof had by 
or paid to the debtor during such three months, provided, 
further, that no part of such earnings in excess of $30 made 
or earned in any one month during said period of three 
months, not exceeding $90 in all for such time, shall be ex- 
empt as against liabilities hereafter contracted for any life, 
sold to any such person or persons or furnished to his or 
their families under circumstances which render such ‘person 
or persons liable in the law therefor.” 


OPPOSED TO REDUCTION. 


The sections as amended contain a further proviso, but 
it is unnecessary to repeat or comment upon it here. It will 
be seen that the exemption established by the present law of 
$60 a month for three months is practically reduced by this 
bill to ninety dollars. I cannot approve of such reduction. 
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It is apparent that under the provisions of this bill a 
widely different result might follow. It would be difficult, 
indeed, to enact a law which would compel the debtor to be 
prudent. For the good of the state the laws should be framed 
to protect the imprudent, as well as the prudent. Indeed, the 
theory of the exemption law is to protect the latter. Those 
suffering misfortune from whatever cause, are to be cared 
for in preserving the best interests of the state. It can read- 
ily be seen that entire exemption now provided by law for 
the wage-earner might be consumed in the discharge of an 
indebtedness to the doctor, the nurse, the druggist.

Tie banquet, recently tendered at Virginia Hot 
Springs by the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association to the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation and their guests, strikingly illustrates a factor 
which is sometimes overlooked in the competition of 
life—the value of well-regulated, co-operative effort as 
opposed to individual, unassisted effort.

The reception committee of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association is an example of the ideal 
council formed for the purpose of accomplishing one 
end and bringing the purposes for which it was formed 
to a.successful and gratifying fruition. The chairman 
was Henry B. Lupton. Each member of the commit- 
tee realized this fact, though Mr. Lupton’s stand was 
not assuming, was not officious or self-assertive. Under 
his tutelage the different members each performed 
their parts without friction, and without discord. Each 
man was assigned a part; each part was assigned its 
manager. ‘While to Henry B. Lupton must be given 
all credit for the successful execution of the plans laid 
down for the-banquet, he would not have succeeded 
so admirably fad it not been for good team work, for 
the fact that he had able lieutenants behind him all 
working in unison.

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It is impossible to congratulate Mr. Lupton to pro- 
fusely upon his association with the entertajmment 
branches of the association. It is impossible to sympa- 
thize sufficiently with the committees which are thus 
bereft. His efforts have given a bright halo to the 
memory of every important work with which he has 
been connected. His resignation is regretted by all 
who have ever attended a hardware convention during 
the last few years. 

As announced in another section of the paper, Mr. 
Lupton’s work will be carried on in the future by a 
committee or series of committees, known as the con- 
vention committees. One committee will be appoint- 
ed by each of the three associations. These cabals are 
composed of able men 





perhaps the best representa- 
tives of the organizations of which they are members. 
They have a noble and successful example behind them. 
It will require arduous, faithful and relentless effort, 
combined with natural talent and educated ability, to 
excel or even rival the banquet of June, 1905. Let us 
hope, however, that as the watchword of the hardware 
associations, the country and the human race is im- 
provement, so also our banquets will keep pace with 
other festivals and other ideals.

The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I should like to add my share to the discussion of the 
question, “Jobbers versus Factory Brands,” and you will 
pardon me and overlook the seeming egotism of the writer 
when he says that to his mind this discussion appears to him 
as the most fruitless, unnecessary and uncalled for one that 
has yet been discussed in a trade paper. Why should there 
be any discussion of a matter, the solution of which rests 
entirely with the buyer? There is no law to compel any 
dealer to purchase a jobber’s brand, none to prevent his buy- 
ing the maker’s if he prefer, then why should you open your 
columns to belittle and destroy the results that ability, fore- 
sight and remarkable business acumen have created. Is it on 
the principle that you are your brother’s keeper? and that you 
believe that he needs enlightment? Perhaps some do, but | 
venture the assertion that those retail dealers who are mak- 
ing a distinctive success with a high grade jobber’s brand are 
not the ones who need it, and as you can generally find the 
two kinds in every community, the one with jobber’s brands, 
the other with factory brands, it seems to me their local field 
is the battle ground to fight this battle, the weapon, publicity, 
and the result depending upon the quality of goods in the 
user’s hands. It appears to me that back of this discussion 
is an attempt to injure the business of some great jobbing 
house, whose remarkable success with marketing a world 
known trade-mark brand of goods does not call out the en- 
thusiastic approval of some competitor or competitors, and if 
such is the case, they are using your paper as the medium 
and the retail dealer as the author to do for nothing what 
they should spend their good money for to combat in public 
manner their right to public recognition. This would be of 
some practical benefit to those retail dealers who feel that 
their salvation depends on maker’s brands. Let them follow 
the leader. by spending money for publicity as their competi- 
tor has done and not depend for success upon the cheap and 
under-ground method pursued. 

If I could get exclusive sale of one brand of jobber’s 
goods I have in mind, I would care nothing for price paid 
and make the success of my business life by the energetic use 
of printer’s ink in calling attention to the fact that I had this 
line. . You will understand that I discuss this from a retailer 
standpoint. With the manufacturer’s and jobber’s end I have 
nothing to say.

ing to it. 

Our experience has been that the materia) and price 
that has gone into the jobbers’ brands of goods has not been 
either as good in material or as good in price as we were 
able to get from the manufacturers direct, in almost all cases. 
We also think that the standard manufacturers’ brands sell 
better than jobbers’, which you are able in a great many lines 
of goods to get an exclusive agency and work up a profitable 
trade for yourself, but if you handle the jobbers’ line their 
salesmen are so eager for business that they will sell to every 
one in a town if they have an opportunity to and then cus- 
tomers have an opportunity to make comparison on the same 
identical article, which we do not believe is advantageous to 
the dealer. We have always felt like giving a much stronger 


As a rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use. 


guarantee on goods bought direct from the manufacturer than 
the jobber, as we have an opportunity of sending the goods 
direct to the manufacturer and learning their cost promptly 
and directly, and if they were bought through the jobber there 
is no telling who made them or when we would get a satis- 
factory adjustment if goods were taken back and others 
given in their place. 

Lastly, we will say that we do not feel at all favorable to 
jobbers’ private brands. If we cared to work up any other 
item in the manufactured line we most certainly would get 
such goods as we were able to brand with our own name on 
and sell them under our own personal guarantee, which we 
believe is very much better than through a second party that 
does not manufacture them. 7 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISan 

I am unfavorable toward jobbers’ private brands. I think 
the practice of guaranteeing tools by any manufacturer should 
be abolished. It is a perfect nuisance to guarantee goods, 
for when the customer gets tired of the same, he puts them 
to an unfair use and returns them and calls for a new 
article. No jobber expects to handle goods under his own 
private brand, unless he makes more on these goods than he 
makes on those of the manufacturers’ brands. 

If you desire to use this letter I do not care to have you 
use my name, if you don’t think you can use it without using 
my name, advise me at once, and I will give you my reasons.

As a rule we have more confidence in the makers’ brand 
of goods than we have in the jobbers’ brand, and generally 
speaking, the trade has more confidence in same, and we 
believe that the manufacturer gives a better appearance to 
his goods than they do to the jobber’s private brands. 

The manufacturers as a rule have their goods better in- 
troduced and better before the people than the jobbers’ brands, 
consequently they are easier to sell. 

We don’t see how the manufacturers can put .up extra 
brands, extra boxing, extra stamping, etc, and then allow the 
same material and workmanship to go into the jobbers’ brands 
that they did their own brands. 

The margin of profits secured on either manufacturers’ 
or jobbers’ brands depends on the amount of protection that 
either will give the retailer. If the manufacturer or jobber 
either permits their special brands to be sold to everybody in 
town, there will soon be a low margin on either of them. 

We get a stronger guarantee from some jobbers than 
we do from others, but the manufacturers’ brand, as a rule, 
toes not need to be guaranteed so much as the jobbers. 

We believe that right here is where the jobbers fall down 
on their own private brands of goods, changing from one con- 
cern to another from one factorw to another, thereby getting 
their goods so mixed that they cannot tell who manufactured 
them. We are privately opposed to such a proposition as that. 

As a whole, we are not very enthusiastic over the job- 
bers’ brands, and we have got more manufacturers’ brands, 
standard brands, than any other hardware store of the size in 
the state. Yet we think a great deal of our jobbers and pat- 
ronize them as extensively as we possibly can, and we know 
that they make more off of their private brand of goods than 
they do of the manufacturers’ brands, or they would not push 
them so.

OPENING FOR AMERICAN HARDWARE IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 








BY “EX-SOLDIER.” 
A SWEEPING CHANGE. 

When I first went to the Philippine Islands, in 1808, 
the hardware people actually counted out the nails, 
screws and tacks for you by the dozen. So many 
nails for a penny and soon. To-day the customer can 
purchase nails, screws, bolts and other lines of general 
hardware on practically the same plan as in the United 
States, only on a much smaller scale and at higher 
values. The Chinese always carried hardware. They 
had enterprise long before the Americans arrived in 
the islands and they introduced hardware of Chinese 
make, hardware of Spanish origin and hardware from 
Germany. But the stocks were always scarce, and 
prices very high. 

GOODS WERE QUESTIONABLE. 

Worst of all the goods were questionable in many 
ways. The islands were the dumping ground for the 
manufacturers of the old world, and discraded, out 
of date, defective and inferior hardware from many 
sources found its way to the islands. I never pur- 
chased any hardware during the years 1898, 1899, 
1900, I90I, 1902.or 1903 that was not underweight in 
package, short in numbers, and imperfect in many 
ways. 

NOW CARRY HONEST HARDWARE. 

I left the islands in the spring of 1904. At this time 
the Americans had secured quite a hold on the hard- 
ware business and the merehants of Manila, Iloilo, 














Cebu, Cavite and dozens of other thriving and build- 
ing commercial centers are carrying hardware manu- 
factured on honest lines in the United States. You 
can buy a package gross of screws there now, 
and if you count the number will find full assort- 
ment. Two or three years ago you would have dis- 
covered a shortage in the count. 

The shortage was due first to the original makers 
failing to put in the full count, and secondly, to the 
fact that the retailer had the failing of removing a 
few screws from each package without deducting the 
price of. the same. It was the practice to fill little 
orders from full packages and then forget and sell 
the package as complete. If a customer discovered 

















the shortage, it was all right. Simply a mistake and 
the inquisitive patron would be given another package. 
MUCH HAND MADE STOCK. 

Hand made materials were many. Time is no ob- 
ject to the native or the Chinaman and he will utilize 
hours of his time hammering out nails, shaping hand 
made screws and bolts, even though but a few cents 
per day can be made that way. The hand made arti- 
cles are not all correct. The threads on hand made 
bolts are exceedingly poor. The threads frequently 
strip. The hand made articles of all kinds vary in 
pattern, weight and character. 

INNOVATION AT HAND. 


I was in the islands between four and five years 
with the United States army, usually traveling from 
point to point, and had an opportunity to watch the 
progress of the hardware trade. As soon as the army 
began discharging its soldiers in the islands, with 
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final statements and travel pay, many of these soldiers 
with their’ $300 to $700 “finals” went into business. 
Some of these men invested in hardware, as they 
could look forward to the coming needs of the islands. 


CRUDE BUILDING. 

They saw buildings in course of erection with the 
native plying the great wood pins to hold the timbers 
in place. They saw instances of using the split bam- 
boo shreds to bind the boards and cross pieces to- 
gether because of lack of nails, screws and bolts.

They observed entire buildings going up with only 
the hand made hardware of the country. The home 
made hinges were ponderous affairs, very crude and 
misshapen, because the native builders were unable 
to buy the proper kind. And so on through the en- 
tire building industry. 

ARMY ENGINEERS STARTED DEMANDS. 


The American army engineers, in the construction 
of quarters and barracks, began shipping in lots of 
nails in kegs, boxes of screws and bolts, cases of 


hinges and general hardware. The natives on the 
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work yspread the news concerning this innovation, 
with fhe result that the independent native builders 
began inquiring of the Chinese and other hardware 
people for like supplies. Then the hardware market 
took a boom. Native workmen and carpenters who 
had been content to use strings and wires and wood 
pegs to hold a building together, now wanted wire 
nails of improved pattern, and screws of American 
make. “Americano” saws and other tools were de- 
manded. 
WHAT TO SEND. 

The hardware and general tool makers of America 
frequently wrote to Manila builders, army people, and 
administrators, asking information as to the Kind of 
tools and hardware needed. Plain tools are wanted. 
The patent back-action screw-driver is going to be an 
excellent tool for the native carpenter in five years 
from now, but for the present, just the plain, sub- 
stantial screw-driver is all he can manage. The well- 
designed labor-saving tools are first class in every 
respect for the American carpenters of the islands, 
but are beyond the mechanical knowledge of the native 
who wants the plain tool, and is willing to use elbow 
grease and does not want to save labor just now. 
He will later on. I have seen them puzzle over the pat- 
ent adjustable blade planes for hours, always getting 
the parts wrong, finally ruining the edge of the blade. 
Whereas, the native carpenter with the plain wood 
plane gets along very well indeed. 


SOME IDEAS OF THE NATIVE HARDWARE MEN. 


The hardware stores of two to six years ago were 
under the lonely huts, in out of the way places, dismal, 
dark, etc. The goods would be piled in heaps. No 
order of any kind. They have learned the lesson of 
order and also the lesson of advertising, as shown in 
the cuts. Figure 1 shows a sign I saw made by one 
of the natives and worded with American types. 
Figure 2 shows a reptile’s head of cardboard pro- 
jecting from a cave, with the head base b fixed, while 
the jaw a is caused to wabble with the cord d passing 
over the wheel ‘c. 
and put in a box in front of his store and caused peo- 
ple to stop and examine the curious affair. The native 
believes in figurative advertising. A hardware store 
had some egg beaters for sale and stuffed a bird and 
placed the same on a stand with eggs and an eg, 
beater in its bill as in Figure 3. 

A GOOD OPENING. 

The hardware stores of the islands carry grates for 
the cooking stoves as well as other parts of stoves, as 
stoves have been quite generally introduced in recent 
years, to take the place of the stone devices formerly 
employed in cooking foods. Figure 4 shows one of 
the ferocious head pieces made of wood by carving 
laboriously a week, I was told. There are wood en- 
gravers in Manila, and they make images of the hard 
woods for the churches. This figure head was made 
on the same plan, and decorated with bright red, green 
and yellow colors, making the affair quite hideous. 
Figure 5 is one of the types of monogram letters used 
by the native hardware man to advertise his tools. The 
letters are fret-sawed from wood, as also is the com- 
bination exhibited in Figure 6. I believe that there 
is a good opening in the islands for American hard-

ware. I would send circulars there, to the hardware 
stores in existence, or to the postoffices of each town, 
asking the postmaster to please deliver the same to 
“leading hardware dealer.” The Philippine post- 
masters are used to getting circulars of other coun- 
tries, from manufacturers, addressed in this form, 
and nearly every request is complied with. 
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BENCH DRILL PRESS. 





The Millers Falls Co., 28 Warren St., New York, 
are placing on the market the Bench Drill Presses, 
Nos. 22 and 23, shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions.

The radiators are 
single piece castings, practically indestructible and 
absolutely gas proof. All the joints above the ash pit 
are cup joints, said to be the only kind which are 
proof against expansion and contraction. The parts 
are so thoroughly fitted together as to preclude the 
possibility of the escape of gas or dust. 

The combination heating which has become so popu- 
lar within the last few years is provided for by this 
enterprising concern. A combination boiler is formed 
by making the upper section of the fire pot hollow, 
thus forming the lower water ring, and connecting 
this with a hot water dome placed in the combustion 
chamber over the fire. 

The accompanying illustration shows the Floral 
City Capitol furnace, portable form, for hard coal, 
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Heating and Ventilating 


soft coal or wood. It is designed to meet the demand 
for the so-called horse-shoe radiator. The dome is 
high enough to give an extra large combustion cham- 
ber and at the same time make a furnace low in 
height, adaptable to low basements. Ample air space 
is left between the dome and the inner circle of the 
outer radiator. 

The furnace itself is said to be of ample dimensions. 
No light or flimsy material is used. All of the cast- 
ings are extra heavy. Where the, products of com- 
bustion pass from the body into the radiator, the 
heat is intense. A solid cast iron pot, instead of steel, 
is used for these parts. The fire dome is extra large 
and at the side of the throat is a pocket for the intro- 
duction of a pipe coil for heating water for domestic 
use.

Fig. 2. In the illustration, mould A’ is placed in a 
gable; inclined to the horizontal plane at an angle of 
30 degrees. Mould D is the intersection of mould A’ 
by the ground line G-L. Mould E is the intersection

of Mould A’ in a gable inclined to the horizontal at an 
angle of 60 degrees. In this case g-H is the ground 
line. K is the intersection of mould A’ in this same 
gable by a cutting plane inclined at an angle of 30 
degrees to the horizontal plane. The line 1-2-12 is the 
wall line of mould A’ in the gable. The circular

rosette above 12 shows that the line 2-12 is the trace of 
the plane in which mould A’ is placed. The line 2-12 
is also an axis to revolve mould A’ above the paper in 
its proper position. The circular rosette on ground 
line is an axis to revolve the vertical plane. Three 
patterns are shown. 


SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 
G-L is the ground line. A’ is in a gable inclined to 
the horizontal at an angle of 30 degrees. Pass planes 
through mould A’, cutting the surface in points 1-2-3- 
4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11-12. The lines drawn through the 
mould A’ are the vertical traces of the auxiliary planes. 


















Those traces intersect the ground line in points, 1-12- 
I2 are numbered. Place the tee-square at the end of 
drawing board, draw lines through the points on the 
ground line. On those lines establish the projection of 
A’, giving mould D. The line 11-12, mould D, is equal 
to the line 11-12, mould A’. The line in mould D 
drawn through point 6 to the ground line is equal to 
the line in mould A’ drawn through point 6 to the 
wall line 1-12. The points 1-2-12, mould D, are on the 
ground line G-L, which corresponds to the wall line 
in mould A’. Draw the intersecting plane indicated 
by a-b-c-d-e-f-g, place the tee-square at side of draw- 
ing board, draw lines through the points on surface of 
mould D to intersect the intersecting plane previously 
drawn, place the tee-square on end of drawing board, 
draw lines through points a-b-c-d-e-f-g to intersect the 
lines drawn through mould A’ in gable. The line 
drawn through g intersects 10-11, mould A’, line f in- 
tersects 9, line e intersects 8, d intersects 7, C inter- 
sects 6-5, b intersects 4-3, a intersects 1-2 and 12, top 
surface of mould A’, 12 is hidden by the projection of 
mould A’ above paper. Lines traced through the 
points give mould K. 

Note.—The line connecting 11-10 is perpendicular 
to ground line G-L. Lines drawn through points 9-8- 
7-6 give the curved part mould K. Lines through 6-5 
and 4-3 are perpendicular to ground line G-L. Points 
4-5, mould A’, are square bends, while in mould K 
points 4 and 5 are obtuse angles; point 3 is also an 
obtuse angle; point 2 is an acute angle; the 
line drawn through 2-1 is parallel to 3-4; 
the point 12, mould K, is projected on line 11-12, 
top surface, Mould A’, as shown by the dotted line 
through 1-2. A right section line through a moulding 
develops in a straight line. Any line through A’ paral- 
lel to wall line 2-12 is right. Section cut. Place the 
tee-square on side of drawing board, below ground line 
G-L; place the 60 degrees triangle against edge of 
tee-square; draw a line through point 2, mould K, 
parallel to wall line of mould A’, cutting the line 11-12, 
mould A’. Move the triangle and draw lines through 
all the points in mould K in a similar manner, cutting 
line 11-12, mould: A. Revolve all the points on line 
‘11-12 from H as a center to line H-F. Number the 
revolved position of points as shown. Move the tee- 
square to H-F and a short space below the line, place 
the 30 degrees triangle against edge of tee-square, 
draw a line 2-6o degrees as shown, place the 60 de- 
grees triangle against edge of tee-square, draw line 
H 30 degrees as shown. Three patterns are to be 
obtained, one is the intersection of mould A’ with the 
ground line G-L, which is 60 degrees cut, which is 
shown in revolved position, indicated by 2-60 degrees. 
Another miter is a 30-degree miter cut, which is also 
shown in revolved position indicated by line H, 30 
degrees. The third pattern is the distance of each 
line on surface of mould A’, from a right section line 
to the points on surface of mould K, those points being 
revolved and numbered on line H-F, each distance is 
established as shown by 1-2-3-4-5, 6-7-8-9-10, H rep- 
resenting II and 12, 

Through the point 1, line H-F, draw an indefinite 
line perpendicular to H-F; on this line space off 


the distance 2-12, mould A’; draw a line through the 
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point parallel to H-F. The height of mould A’ is now 
established. It is mow necessary to establish the 
height of each line passing through A’ in the gable. 
Commencing with 2-A’, space distance 2-1 on the de- 
velopment line, previously drawn through point 1, per- 
pendicular to H-F; space the distances 2-4-6-7-8-9-10 
on the development line to correspond with mould A’, 
measuring from line H-F. On the development line 
space the distance between the points on surface 
mould A’; mark the points. Place the tee-square on 
side of drawing board; draw lines through the points 
on the development line, numbered 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9- 
10-11-12; draw the lines through the points repre- 
senting height of mould A’ in revolved position above 
the line H-F, cutting the 60-degree and 30-degree tri- 
angle lines. Place the tee-square on end of drawing 
board; draw lines through the 6o-degree cutting 
plane, as shown, cutting the pattern lines in the same 
numbered points. Lines traced through the points give 
the pattern for the 60-degree intersection of mould A’ 
with the ground line G-L. Draw lines through the 30- 
degree cutting plane intersecting the pattern lines, in 
the same numbered points. Lines traced through the 
points give the pattern for the 30-degree intersection 
at top of gable. Draw lines through the points 1-2-3- 
4-5-6-7-8-9-10-H, numbered on the line H-F, to inter- 
sect the pattern lines in the same numbered lines. 
Trace lines through the points establishing the pattern 
for the intersection of mould A’ by cutting plane a-b- 
c-d-e-f-g. 

Remarks.—The top lines of mould A, 11-12, and the 
base line g-H, 30 degrees’ elevation, the short lines at 
top of gable showing the intersection of two mould- 
ings placed in this position the 30-degree miter cut 
applies to top gable, the 60-degree miter cut to base of 
gable. The intersecting plane a-b-c-d-e-f-g would 
represent a plane surface, as a brick wall built up, 
through mould A’, or mould A’ abutting a brick wall, 
inclined to face of gable. The cutting plane would 
be read inclined to the vertical plane at an angle of 
60 degrees. In this case G-L is the ground line. 
Form a piece of moulding, girth of mould D, cut the 
end square. It will join mould A’ and form an angle 
of 120 degrees if joined to the 60-degree miter cut 
mould A’. Consider mould A’ in a gable, 60-degree 
elevation, then the 60-degree miter cut is the top of 
gable, 30-degree miter cut base of gable. On one side 
the base of the mould is cut by a plane inclined to the 
horizontal at an angle of 30 degrees. In practical 
work the base of moulding rests on an inclined sur- 
face. Mould E is a section cut from mould A’ by the 
new ground line g-H, 30 degrees, form a piece of 
mould, to the girth mould E, cut square at end.~ It 
will join the 30-degree miter cut and form an angle 
150 degrees, as shown.

The J. E. Whitacre Mfg. Co. of Rockford, IIl., have 
been quite successful in marketing the one-piece miter 
for which they are famous. Although this miter is 
covered very fully by broad patent rights, a certain 
Milwaukee concern, manufacturing tinners’ materials 
and appliances, trusting to reap undue rewards for the 
originality and energy of others, have placed upon the 
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market a miter almost exactly similar, though not pos- 
sessing the same desirable attributes, which they offer 
in competition with the Whitacre invention. 

As soon as these facts were made known to the 
Whitacre Mfg. Co., the matter was placed in the hands 
of attorneys. On June 1oth the firm was supplied 
with enough evidence to warrant civil action against 
the Milwaukee concern, and the jobbers who have 
handled the infringing miter. The defendants have 
been offered only one alternative—either a satisfactory 
settlement within ten days or civil suit in the United 
States courts. 

It is said, however, that the Whitacre patents are 
so very broad and the opportunities for imitation so 
very small that a settlement will be made with little 
effort.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

‘There is little of note to report concerning the Chi- 
cago iron market during the week under review. Very 
few orders were received and such as did come in, 
were not of the nature to indicate whether the ten- 
dency of prices is up or down. It is true, however, 
that the market is extremely weak and the prices are 
ragged. The price of $12.00, Birmingham, for No. 2 
foundry has been, and is being, made, while for local 
No. 2 iron $16.50 is quoted. Southern furnaces seem 
especially anxious to meet buyers’ prices and conces- 
sions are being made freely. In spite of this break in 
the ranks of sellers, inquiries have increased though 
few new orders have actually been booked. The Pull- 
man company is expected to enter the market for ap- 
proximately 2,000 tons mostly of the foundry variety. 
Jobbing foundries report an increase in their business, 
and their report seems to indicate that the melt of iron 
will be greater during the second half than during the 
first half of the year. 

New business in bars both iron and steel is of like 
proportions. It is said that the Western Steel Car & 
Foundry Co. is about to place an order for an immense 
quantity of bar iron but the order has not as yet been 
received. Piices on this commodity have stiffened 
since the last report and the leading local dealers are 
now firm at 1.55c Chicago. The desire of some of the 
manufacturers of steel bars to get orders has resulted 
in some confusion of prices. Some of the orders were 
placed at figures considerably below official quotations. 
It is said that The Interstate Iron & Steel Co. has made 
a conversion arrangement with the International Har- 
vester Co., covering several thousand tons of blooms 
and billets which are to be furnished by it to the 
former company and rolled by them into bars and 
shapes. 

A gigantic combination composed of the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., and other Eastern steel properties control- 
ling large tracts of both developed and undeveloped 
coal lands in Indiana ,is reported to be almost consum- 
mated. The coal acreage is said to be about 200,000, 
the steel plants number ten and over seventy miles of 
railroad tapping the various mines and coke ovens are 
to be included. Pennsylvania iron fields, containing a 
low grade of ore, have been leased, and practically the 
entire deposits in the northwest of that state are said 
to have been secured. 


PIG IRON. ; 
Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 


their weekly report: 

During the week passed trading in all districts has been 
slight. Inquiries have over-balanced sales by a large ma- 
jority. The greater number of those feeling the market do 
not séem to have an inclination to purchase at this time, only 
desiring to keep in closest possible touch with its changes. 
They are steadfastly refusing to buy iron now, but expect 
to have to do so in the course of a month or six weeks. Re- 


ports of the blowing out of furnaces continue, and the re- 
duced production for June will be more marked than at any 
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time this year. In spite of the fact that there are some people 
talking “blue days and trouble” for the balance of the year, 
present conditions in all lines, and the judgment of those best 
informed, do not bear them out. Unquestionably some of the 
elements having the largest influence on a satisfactory and 
busy six months were in evidence last week. The smoothing 
over of recent difficulties in connection with life insurance, 
the overtures for peace in the far eastern struggle, and the 
crop reports will all tend unmistakably toward improved busi- 
ness conditions. The last element is one of great assurance, 
and as the summer approaches the prospects of a bountiful 
harvest are increasing. 

Coke prices are somewhat easier, with demand good and 
shipments heavy. The placing of some furnace contracts for 
the last six months has had its influence on the foundry coke 


trade. 


Matthew Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

The main feature of the week is the large number of 
inquiries in the market. As yet no considerable amount of 
pig iron has been sold though there is a steady run of small 
orders for prompt shipment. These orders are all for im- 
mediate delivery and show that consumers have waited as 
long as possible before buying. But the inquiries are mainly 
for shipment over the last half of the year and they come 
from the heavy users. Not one melter of iron of twenty has 
iron bought for the latter part of the year, ‘and it is self- 
evident that soon there will necesarily be purchasing on a 
wholesale scale for the general and special foundry business 
is good and will certainly keep up. The big buyers are now 
feeling the market and getting all the facts obtainable so as 
to intelligently place their orders. 

While there are excellent inquiries for foundry iron the 
largest demand is for basic irons. There are inquiries on 
hand at present for this class of iron considerably in excess 
of 30,000 tons. This of course is natural, as the steel end 
of the trade is so unusually active. 

Coke continues in brisk demand with fine sales, principally 
for delivery over the balance of the year. 

All the indications point to a very much better business 
before the end of the month. 


SHEETS AND TIN PLATES. 
John McVoy & Co., Chicago, report as follows: 


There has been a sharp turn in the sheet market. The 
demand has improved wonderfully. The spelter market has 
responded to the change, and prices are advancing rapidly. 
It is understood that the steel mills are practically unanimous 
in their.refusal to listen to any advance over the present scale 
—this will mean a complete back-down on the part of the 
Amalgamated Association, or else there will be trouble, which 
will more than likely result in the non-unionizing the re- 
mainder of the mills. 

John McVoy & Co. quote the following prices, to regular 
trade; large buyers are able to shade these figures somewhat:

OLD MATERIALS. 

The market seems to be slightly rehabilitated, 
though no decisive move has occurred to warrant a 
statement regarding its future course. Dealers hold 
the situation fairly well and it is evident that their 
forces are strongly organized. Whether there will 
be a break in the ranks of the many consumers who are 
at present holding out for lower prices remains to be 
seen. There is at present no great tendency in that 
direction. 

No extensive lists were offered for sale during the 
week under review. Very little trading was done to 
give a line on quotations. Such as did occur, however, 
was done at about the quotations given below. The 
higher prices are those at which dealers are selling to 
the large consumers; the lower those at which they 
are buying.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 
The movement of money is reported to be greatly re- 
stricted. This is said to be especially true in the South 


‘ where funds will soon be necessary to move cotton, 


of which there is a great abundance. This call is some- 
what earlier than usual, and what is more it is larger. 
The South apparently is in doubt about the accessibility 
of money later on in the year and is therefore making 
sure of its supply at the present time. Reports indi- 
cate that though people are not hoarding money to any 
great extent a vast amount is locked up in loans. 
Officials of the western railroads express very hope- 
ful sentiments concerning the outlook of crops and 
business conditions in the western states. They be- 
lieve that an abundant crop will necessitate a larger 
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number of cars than have been used during the recent 
years. This feeling is certainly reflected in the buying 
movement in which retailers are indulging at the pres- 
ent time. Orders are keeping up with great regularity 
in spite of the fact that the latter part of June and all 
of July are normally dead months. 

The only place where there has been any noticeable 
falling off in receipts and shipments of general mer- 
chandise is at Chicago. Merchants here are not doing 
their normal amount of business owing to the strike. 
It is the general impression, spread by the newspapers 
and by the misleading advertisements of some whole- 
salers, whose terms are not affected, that the teaming 
interests of ‘the city are indissolubly tied up and that it 
is impossible for country dealers to get their ship- 
ments promptly and in good condition. These state- 
ments are, of course, untrue, and one can say without 
the slightest exaggeration that so far as shipments and 
receipts are concerned, the wholesalers of Chicago are 
just as well situated now as before the strike was 
started. Where Chicago manufacturers and wholesal- 
ers have lost, other cities have gained. 

Strictly summer goods, as ice cream freezers, re- 
frigerators, awnings, lawn mowers, and things of this 
nature, show an improvement from week to week. 
The demand has extended farther into the summer 
this year than last year or the two preceding years. 

The demand for galvanized eaves trough and con- 
ductor pipe has shown an improvement since the recent 
advance and shows that this was entirely justified by 
conditions. Galvanized sheets are somewhat demoral- 
ized owing to the report of over stocks in the hands of 
both jobbers and retailers. Spelter is rapidly declining 
in value. ; 

As might be expected, the demand for wire and cut 
nails is light. June is one of the poorest months of the 
year for the selling of these staples. Price conces- 
sions are being made by some of the jobbers in order 
to reduce their enormous stocks. 

On June 12th the Interstate Window Glass Manufac- 
turers’ Association, composed of the independent win- 
low glass makers of the country,: was organized at 
Columbus, O. The chief purpose of this organization 
is to guard against the inroads which the machine is 
making on the business. It is claimed that the hand 
window glass makers cannot compete with the Ameri- 
can company, on account of the great economy made 
possible by the use of these machines, and the conse- 
quent reduction in the cost of production. It is prob- 
able that action will be taken to reduce the wages of 
the employes 20 to 25 per cent. A committee was ap- 
pointed at the meeting to accomplish this end.
